Obituary Notice,—Abraham Touro, Esq. mer- 
chant of Boston, of the Jewish persuasion, a gen- 
tleman whose urbanity of manners and hospitable 


_ disposition had secured him the esteem and respect

ing machine by Mr. Joseph Pope, formerly of Bos: 
ttm. We do not profess much judgment in this 
department; but this machine impressed us with 
the belief of its singular adaptation to the purposé 
for which it was designed. It can be easily carried 
about by two men, and carted from place to place. 
[tis extremely simple in the construction, cannot 
easily be put out of order, and any injury it maf 
receive can be repaired without difficulty. With 
this instrument, we are assured one man and a boy; 
or two men, can thresh 50 bushels of wheat in 12 
hours. This assertion we have no reason to doubt, 


and we think the invention admirably calculated for 
our small] farms—and when constructed upon a la 
ger scale, nothing could be better forthe extensiv¢ 
wheat growers of Maryland and Virginia.
